A  scholar  from  Jerusalem,  Mordechai  Beck, 
wrote  an  article  about  Rosh  Hashanah  in  the 
London  Jewish  Chronicle ,  some  of  which  I  quote 
hereunder  as  my  message  wishing  the  congrega¬ 
tion  a  blessed  year. 

Uniquely  for  the  biblical  festivals,  Rosh 
Hashanah  falls  at  the  beginning  of  a  month-the 
seventh  month  of  Tishri. 

Since  the  Hebrew  calendar  is  rooted  in  the  lunar 
cycle,  this  means  that  the  New  Year  occurs  at  the 
nadir  of  the  month,  when  the  moon  is  completely 
hidden  from  the  human  eye  and  when  the  uni¬ 
verse  itself  seems  to  have  plunged  into  a  fear¬ 
some  obscurity. 

Among  the  sages,  there  is  an  unresolved  talmu- 
dic  dispute  (Rosh  Hashanah  11a)  regarding  the 
origins  of  the  universe.  Rabbi  Yehoshua  pro¬ 
claims  it  to  have  been  the  date  of  the  creation  of 
the  world  in  Nissan,  while  Rabbi  Eliezar  sup¬ 
ports  Tishri,  exactly  six  lunar  months  later.  The 
Hebrew  calendar,  as  it  evolved  over  the  cen¬ 
turies,  allowed  both  months  to  receive  some 
form  of  recognition. 

Nissan  commemorates  the  birth  of  the  Jewish 
people  in  the  dark  womb  of  ancient  Egypt.  It 
becomes  a  New  Year  by  virtue  of  the  specific 
meaning  that  the  Torah  gives  it,  as  “the  first  of 
the  months,”  the  one  by  which  all  the  biblical 
festivals  are  set. 

Tishri  celebrates  the  birth  of  Man-though,  to  be 
sagacious  about  it,  Rosh  Hashanah  should  take 
place  six  days  beforehand,  to  commemorate  the 
creation  of  heaven  and  earth.  By  this  reckoning, 
the  first  of  Tishri  marks  the  sixth  day  of  creation, 
when  Adam  was  formed  from  Jerusalem’s  virgin 
soil. 

Moonless  Rosh  Hashanah  presents  all  humanity 
with  an  image  of  radical  uncertainty.  That  is  our

-ommon  lot,  whatever  our  faith,  or  lack  of  it. 
Tishri  confronts  us  with  the  profoundness  of  our 
frail  mortality. 

Rosh  Hashanah  means  literally  “the  head  of  the 
year,”  the  beginning  of  time.  Just  as  the  head 
unites  within  it  all  our  thoughts,  so  Rosh 
Hashanah  contains  within  it  all  the  potential  for 
the  coming  year.  It  is  purposely  clothed  in  the 
darkness  of  the  planet,  challenging  us  with  our 
future  responsibilities. 

In  the  Breslov  community,  they  are  wont  to 
quote  a  talmudic  saying:  “One  must  be  happy  on 
Rosh  Hashanah,  and  yet  one  must  also  cry.” 

I  pray  that  each  of  us  will  be  blessed  with  a 
happy  year,  and  if  we  do  cry  for  human  kind  as 
yet  unredeemed,  let  us  not  just  weep,  but  rather 
resolve  to  do  our  bit  for  the  world’s  improve¬ 
ment.

her  B.A.  degree  in  history  from  Barnard  College 
and  obtained  her  master’s  degree  in  American 
history  from  Columbia  University. 

S'Y  involvement  in  communal  activities  had  its 
its  when,  as  a  student,  at  the  outbreak  of 
World  War  1 1,  she  became  involved  in  relief 
work  for  “Bundles  for  Britain,”  knitting  count¬ 
less  mufflers  and  wool  helmets  for  the  British 
navy.  When  the  U.S.  became  involved  in  the 
war,  Mattie  also  worked  for  the  American  Red 
Cross.  During  this  period,  Mattie  and  her  hus¬ 
band  lived  in  Washington,  D.C.,  where  Dr. 
Samuel  Goldberg,  a  psychoanalyst,  was  posted 
as  a  major  in  charge  of  “special  training”  (for 
inductees  with  psychological  problems)  to  the 
Adjutant  General’s  Office  in  the  Pentagon. 

After  her  husband’s  five  years  of  army  service, 
the  Goldbergs  settled  in  the  Midwood  section  of 
Brooklyn,  where  she  devoted  herself  full-time  to 
raising  her  two  daughters,  Lucy  and  Barbara, 
and  working  for  Hadassah  and  for  the  new  State 
of  Israel. 

When  her  daughters  entered  high  school,  she 
was  appointed  to  a  position  as  a  secondary 
school  teacher  of  history.

What  Really  Happened  At  Sinai? 
With  Rabbi  Neil  Gillman

Rabbi  Neil  Gillman,  a  respected  master  teacher 
in  the  Sherr  Institute  of  Adult  Jewish  Studies, 
will  be  returning  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  this 
Fall  to  teach  an  exciting  course  which  will  exam¬ 
ine  “What  Really  Happened  At  Sinai?”  In  this 
course,  Rabbi  Gillman  will  explore  such  ques¬ 
tions  as:  Was  Sinai  a  genuine  historical  event?

Rosh  Hashanah 

Rosh  Hashanah  is  both  a  solemn  and  a  festive 
occasion.  Its  joy  is  spiritually  disciplined  by  the 
sacred  traditions  of  home  and  synagogue.  Al¬ 
though  the  observance  of  the  High  Holy  Days  is 
centered  in  the  synagogue,  it  is  in  the  home 
where  family  members  prepare  to  meet  the  New 
Year  in  a  spirit  of  faith  and  in  a  mood  conducive 
to  prayer  and  soul-searching. 

White  is  thought  of  as  the  color  which  symbol¬ 
izes  purity  and  joy.  Thus  the  table  is  set  with  a 
white  tablecloth  and  flowers,  candles  and  wine. 
Round  hallot,  symbolizing  a  full  round  year, 
apples  and  a  dish  of  honey  for  a  sweet  year 
complete  the  symbolic  representations  on  the 
holiday  table. 

The  family  gathers  together  for  the  lighting  of 
the  candles  and  kiddush  which  precede  the 
festive  meal  on  both  nights  of  Rosh  Hashanah. 
The  following  blessings  are  recited  over  the 
candles: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam , 
asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vetzivanu  lehad- 
lik  ner  she l  Yom  Tow 

Blessed  are  You.  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  whose  mitzvot  add  holiness  to 
our  lives  and  who  gave  us  the  mitzvah  to 
kindle  light  for  the  Festival. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
shehehevanu  veki\emanu  vehigiyanu  lazman 
hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

After  the  Rosh  Hashanah  kiddush,  the  Motzi  is 
recited  over  the  round  hallah: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam , 
hamotzi  lehem  min  ha-aretz- 

Blessed  are  You,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  brings  forth  bread  from 
the  earth. 

Then  all  the  members  of  the  family  dip  the  apple 
in  honey  and  recite  the  following  blessing  and 
prayer: 

Ye  hi  ratzon  milefanekhah  Adonai  Eloheinu 
v’Elohei  avoteinu,shetehadesh  aleiynu  sha- 
nah  tovah  umetukah. 

May  it  be  Thy  Will,  0  Lord  our  God,  to 
renew  unto  us  a  happy  and  sweet  New  Year. 

After  the  morning  services  of  Rosh  Hashanah,  a 
festive  meal  is  also  eaten,  preceded  by  the 
daytime  kiddush  and  the  Motzi: 

Tiku  vahodesh  shofar,  bakeseh  l 'yom 


hagenu,  kihok  V  Yisraelhu,  mishpat  I'Elohey 
Yaaqkov. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
borei  pri  hagafen. 

The  greeting  on  Rosh  Hashanah  is  L'Shanah 
Tovah  Tikatavu  —  May  you  be  inscribed  for  a 
good  year. 

Yom  Kippur 

Yom  Kippur  is  the  one  religious  occasion  which 
is  observed  entirely  in  the  synagogue.  But  the 
meal  which  precedes  the  fast  of  Erev  Yom 
Kippur  is  intended  to  be  a  spiritual  expenence 
for  the  entire  family.  The  meal  is  eaten  early  so 
that  the  family  can  be  in  the  synagogue  before 
sundown. 

Following  the  Birkat  haMazon  —  the  grace  after 
meals  —  the  holiday  candles  are  lit  and  the 
following  blessings  are  recited: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam , 
asher  kideshanu  bemitzvotav  vetzivanu  lehad- 
lik  ner  shel  Yom  HaKippurim. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  sanctified  us  by  The 
Commandments  and  has  commanded  us  to 
kindle  the  Yom  Kippur  lights. 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Eloheinu  Melekh  Haolam, 
sheheheyanu  vekiyemanu  vehigiyanu  lazman 
hazeh. 

Blessed  are  You,  0  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
preserved  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

Fasting 

Although  children  are  not  obligated  to  fast  until 
they  are  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  age,  it  is  a  tradition 
that  they  do  observe  the  fast  in  part,  to  the 
extent  they  are  able. 

Self-denial  in  food  and  other  physical  pleasures 
is  part  of  the  tradition  of  this  “Sabbath  of 
Sabbaths.”  However,  Jewish  law  and  tradition 
state  that  the  maintenance  of  life  and  health  is  a 
prime  religious  duty.  If  a  person  is  ill  or  weak, 
it  is  the  obligation  of  the  individual  to  consult  a 
physician  on  the  wisdom  of  fasting. 

Memorial  Lights 

It  is  a  custom  to  light  a  Memorial  Light  for  the 
deceased  in  each  family.  Memorial  Lights  must 
be  lit  before  the  holiday  candles  are  lit. 

Blessing  the  Children 

It  is  the  tradition  that  before  leaving  for  the  Kol 
Nidre  service,  parents  bless  their  children  by 
placing  their  hands  on  the  head  of  each  one. 
Such  blessings  are  introduced  by  the  following 
prayer,  to  which  parents  can  add  words  of  their 
own,  appropriate  for  the  age  and  needs  of  each 
child:

For  Sons:  May  God  make  you  a  true, 
faithful  and  honorable  son  of  Israel,  as  were 
Ephraim  and  Menasseh,  the  sons  of  Joseph. 

For  Daughters:  May  God  make  you  a 
faithful  and  honorable  daughter  of  Israel,  as 
were  our  mothers  Sarah.  Rebecca.  Rachel, 
and  Leah. 

Forgiveness 

At  this  time,  just  before  leaving  the  house  to 
attend  the  Kol  Nidre  service,  members  of  the 
family  ask  each  other  for  forgiveness  for  the 
wrongs  or  the  hurts  they  have  done,  knowingly 
or  unknowingly,  during  the  year. 

In  Our  Congregation 

Shabbat  Shuvah 

The  Sabbath  that  falls  between  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  Yom  Kippur  is  called  Shabbat  Shuvah, 
from  the  Haftarah  portion  of  that  Sabbath  which 
begins  with  the  word  Shuvah,  meaning  "re¬ 
turn"  (repent). 

For  the  Hearing  Impaired 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Samuel 
Wimpfheimer,  it  is  now  possible  for  those  who 
are  hearing  impaired  to  use  head  sets  while 
attending  services.  Please  inform  the  synagog^ 
office  if  you  wish  to  avail  yourself  of  this 
convenience. 

Tzedakah 

As  a  caring  community,  congregants  are  asked 
to  consider  the  needs  of  the  synagogue  at  the 
Kol  Nidre  Appeal  and  the  two  social  outreach 
programs  which  it  supports  year  round:  The 
Food  Pantry  and  the  Committee  For  The  Home¬ 
less  &  Community  Outreach. 

Congregants  are  asked  to  respond  as  generously 
as  possible  to  the  Kol  Nidre  Appeal.

Following  a  distinguished  record 
of  postings  in  Brussels,  Paris,  Montreal,  and 
Boston,  she  served  as  Ambassador  to  Portugal 
and  Deputy  Director-General  of  the  Israel  Foreign 
Ministry  before  her  appointment  to  New  York. 

We  are  honored  to  have  her  address  us  during  the 
Days  of  Awe,  thereby  emphasizing  the  centrality 
of  the  State  of  Israel  in  our  lives. 

Menachem  Rosensaft  Appointed  to 
U.S.  Holocaust  Memorial  Council 

Menachem  Rosensaft,  a  trustee  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  and  chairman  of  the  Sherr  Institute  of 
Adult  Jewish  Studies,  is  one  of  ten  Americans 
who  was  appointed  by  President  Clinton  to  the 
United  States  Holocaust  Memorial  Council 
which  is  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the 
United  States  Holocaust  Memorial  Museum  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

Menachem,  who  was  bom  in  the  Displaced  Per¬ 
sons  Camp  of  Bergen-Belsen  in  1948,  is  the 
founding  chairman  of  the  International  Network 
of  Children  of  Holocaust  Survivors.  He  succeeds 
his  mother,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  member  Dr. 
Hadassah  Rosensaft,  who  had  served  on  the  coun¬ 
cil  ever  since  its  establishment  by  Congress  in 
1980,  and  who  had  previously  been  a  member  of 
President  Carter’s  Commission  on  the  Holocaust.

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also  has  served  in  a  number  of  administrative 
positions  at  the  Seminary,  including  as  dean  of 
the  Seminary’s  Rabbinical  School.

Rabbi  Gillman  is  one  of  the  three 
regular  contributors  to  the  "Sabbath  Week  Col¬ 
umn’’  in  the  Jewish  Week  and  serves  as  a  con¬ 
tributing  editor  to  Sh  ma.

Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  participated  in  the  dedica¬ 
tion  of  the  area  in  front  of  the  United  States 
Holocaust  Memorial  Museum  on  June  6,  the 
50th  anniversary  of  D-Day.  He  offered  prayer 
and  spoke  about  General  Eisenhower  as  the  area 
was  named  the  General  Dwight  David  Eisen¬ 
hower  Plaza.  The  ceremony  ended  at  Arlington 
National  Cemetary. 

During  World  War  II,  Rabbi  Nadich  served  as 
advisor  to  General  Eisenhower  on  Jewish  affairs. 

On  the  same  afternoon,  he  was  honored  and 
given  a  commemorative  medal,  as  a  holder  of 
the  Croix  de  Guerre  given  to  him  by  General  de 
Gaulle,  by  the  French  War  Veterans  at  the  Park 
Avenue  Armory'. 

On  Saturday,  June  25,  Rabbi  Nadich  preached  at 
Chizuk  Amuno  Congregation  in  Baltimore  and 
spoke  to  the  Bat  Mitzvah,  his  grand-niece.

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All  About  Sukkot 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  derives  its  name  from  the 
sukkah,  the  temporary  dwelling  or  booth  built 
especially  for  the  holiday.  Says  the  Book  of 
Leviticus:  “I  did  cause  the  children  of  Israel  to 
dwell  in  booths  when  I  brought  them  out  of  the 
Land  of  Egypt.”  The  sukkah  is,  therefore,  a 
reminder  to  all  generations  of  God’s  redemption 
of  the  Jewish  people  from  Egyptian  slavery. 

Sukkot  is  also  a  festival  of  thanksgiving  for  the 
final  ingathering  of  the  harvest  in  the  Land  of 
Israel.  Some  of  its  symbols  clearly  recall  the 
Land  and  its  produce. 

ITe  four  minim ,  or  species,  consist  of  an  etrog,  a 
lulav ,  myrtles,  and  willows.  The  lulav  is  a  branch 
of  the  palm  tree  and  is  bound  together  with  three 
short  branches  of  myrtle  leaves  (hadasim)  and 
two  branches  of  the  willow  tree  (aravot).  The 
etrog  looks  like  a  large  lemon,  but  it  smells  and 
tastes  much  sweeter.  It  has  a  pitom,  a  small  pro¬ 
tuberance,  at  its  end. 

The  rabbis  teach  that  binding  these  different 
species  together  serves  as  an  example  to  us  of 
how  all  Jews,  different  thought  we  may  be  from 
one  another,  must  be  bound  together  into  one 
unit. 

A  blessing  is  said  over  the  minim  at  two  points  in 
the  morning  service,  during  Hallel,  right  after  the 
morning  amidah,  and  during  Hoshanot,  each  day 
of  the  holiday  when  we  march  around  the  syna¬ 
gogue  with  them  in  a  magnificent  procession, 
except  on  the  Sabbath. 

The  festival  of  Sukkot  begins  on  the  1 5th  day  of 
Tishri  and  the  first  two  days  are  observed  as 
major  festival  days.  The  next  five  days  are  Hoi 
Hamoed,  the  Intermediate  Days  of  the  festival. 
These  days  are  half-holidays,  for  while  most 
labor  is  permitted,  except,  of  course,  on  the  Sab¬ 
bath,  we  continue  to  eat  meals  in  the  sukkah  and 
to  make  the  blessings  over  the  four  minim ,  wav¬ 
ing  them  during  the  recitation  of  the  Hallel  and 
when  marching  with  them  during  the  hymns 
(Hoshanot). 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  our  Ritter  Sukkah, 
named  in  memory  of  Gerald  and  May  Ellen  Rit¬ 
ter,  is  constructed  on  the  roof  and  decorated  by 
the  Parents  Association,  under  the  direction  of 
Judy  Katz. 

A  kiddush  takes  place  in  the  Ritter  Sukkah  fol¬ 
lowing  every  service  during  Sukkot  and  dinner  is 
served  there  every  night  of  Sukkot. 

The  eighth  day  of  Sukkot  is  treated  as  a  separate 
holiday  in  and  of  itself  and  is  called  Shemini 
Atzeret,  the  "Eighth  Day  of  Assembly.”  We  no 
longer  eat  in  the  sukkah  and  in  Israel  prayers  for 
rain  are  recited  during  the  service.  The  Yizkor 
Memorial  Prayers  are  recited  on  Shemini 
Atzeret. 

Then,  Shemini  Atzeret  is  followed  by  the  joyous 
festival  of  Simhat  Torah,  the  “Rejoicing  of 
Torah.”  It  is  during  the  morning  service  on 
Simhat  Torah  that  the  last  verse  and  the  first 
verse  of  the  Torah  are  read,  a  bold  demonstration 


of  our  belief  that  the  study  of  Torah  is  never-end¬ 
ing.  We  march  joyfully  in  hakafot  (processions) 
in  which  we  carry  the  Scrolls  of  the  Law.  At  this 
service,  three  of  our  congregants  are  honored  for 
their  contributions  to  the  synagogue  and  to  the 
Jewish  community. 

More  Congregational  Melodies  to 
Enhance  the  High  Holiday  Services 

Congregants  will  find  that  many  additional 
melodies  intended  for  congregational  singing 
have  been  added  to  this  year’s  Selihot,  Rosh 
Hashanah,  and  Yom  Kippur  Services.  In  addition 
to  the  beloved  songs  and  musical  compositions 
that  have  brought  meaning  to  the  prayers  at  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue’s  services  for  many  decades, 
Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  has  been  at  work  during 
the  summer  composing  additional  material  to 
enhance  congregational  involvement  and  enjoy¬ 
ment  at  key  points  in  the  services.  He  also  has 
gleaned  from  the  current  writings  of  contempo¬ 
rary  colleagues  means  to  blend  modern  spirit 
into  our  ancient  traditions. 

In  this  vein,  Cantor  Ralph  Schlossberg,  whose 
numerous  pieces  written  for  our  Sabbath  Ser¬ 
vices  have  brought  so  much  joy  to  our  congre¬ 
gants,  has  just  composed  a  new  piece,  at  Cantor 
Lefkowitz’s  request,  for  the  Rosh  Hashanah 
Hayom  Harat  Olam.  This  setting  for  the  congre¬ 
gational  prayer,  which  follows  the  three  Shofar 
soundings  during  Musaf,  brings  jubilant  rhythm 
and  joy  in  a  spirited  song  for  us  all  to  sing!  And 
Cantor  Lefkowitz’s  new  compositions  include 
primary  emphasis  on  an  essential  congregational 
involvement  in  the  Ashamnu  for  Selihot  and 
Yom  Kippur  and  Adon  Olam  for  Rosh  Hashanah, 
with  both  of  these  new  works  based  very  much 
on  ancient  High  Holy  Day  musical  traditions. 

“The  Gift  of  Israel”  Pilot  Project 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  participating  in  UJA- 
Federation’s  “Gift  of  Israel”  Pilot  Project  which 
is  a  program  designed  to  encourage  making  an 
educational  Israel  experience  a  part  of  every 
Jewish  child’s  post  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  education. 
The  pilot  project  was  facilitated  by  the  CRB 
Foundation. 

Recent  studies  show  that  an  educational  experi¬ 
ence  in  Israel  is  a  major  factor  in  strengthening 
Jewish  identity,  although  only  2%  of  North 
American  teens  have  actually  participated  in  the 
available  programs.  We  hope  that  through  the 
joint  efforts  of  our  synagogue  and  the  UJA-Fed- 
eration  in  the  “Gift  of  Israel”  project  many  more 
youngsters  will  experience  Israel.  It  is  an  attempt 
to  strengthen  the  Jewish  identity  and  commit¬ 
ment  of  the  next  generation  of  American  Jews.
